international unions of the metal trades and building 
trades departments. Announcement of the action of the 
conference, attended by officers of 22 international unions, 
was made at a press conference Tuesday afternoon by 
John P. Frey, president of the metal trades department. 
_ Frey declared that the American Federation of Labor 
groups will demand that they be represented in negotia- 
tions with General Motors, and reiterated the stand 
expressed in a formal statement issued by the conference 
in opposition to the “usurpation” of the right of any group 
to set up as the exclusive spokesman for labor in the 
General Motors strike. 

“The conference decided,” said Frey “that it would do 
‘nothing which would be detrimental to the automobile 
workers in endeavoring to secure improved terms of 
employment. The conference also by unanimous vote de- 
cided that under no circumstances would it remain in- 
active so far as the welfare of its members was con- 
cerned. 

“It was the decision of the conference that it would 
“continue the purpose of the two departments to prevent 
ny other organization in the automobile industry from 
xercising assumed authority to represent the member- 
hip of the respective international unions comprising 
he two departments.”

M-UAW John L. Lewis, head of the Committee for 
Deadlock Industrial Organization and Secretary of 
Holds Labor Perkins in Washington the deadlock 
between General Motors and the United Au- 

tomobile Workers was still in force after 7% hours. Sev- 
eral calls were made to Detroit but no statements were 
issued. Bright prospects of an early settlement in the dis- 
pute which has closed or curtailed production in 34 GM 
plants and thrown 125,000 production workers out of em- 
ployment were blasted late Sunday evening in a statement 
by Homer Martin, president of UAW, refusing to with- 
draw sit-down strikers from the struck plants in Flint. 
This was part of an agreement reached between GM and 
UAW officials at a meeting with Gov. Murphy last Fri- 
day morning and was the single point which had kept 
GM from entering into discussion with UAW. Under the 
agreement GM was to refrain from attempting to reopen 
plants in which actual strikes were in progress. The UAW 
charged GM with violation of the pact in allegedly at- 
tempting to recall workers at Cadillac, banning picketing 
at Guide Lamp plant at Anderson, Ind., and agreeing to 
discussion with non-striking workers in Flint who have 
joined the Flint Alliance headed by former Mayor George 
Boysen. In reply GM said it had recalled only eight 
workers at Cadillac for non-productive work. It had 
nothing to do with police regulations in Anderson and 
quoted Mayor Harry R. Baldwin who denied that picket- 
ing had been halted and stated that only seven police 
were on duty at the Guide plant. The statement denied 
any affiliation with or control over Flint Alliance or any 
commitment to meet with its leaders. On the other hand 
it pointed out that there was no stipulation in the Friday 
agreement to talk only with UAW and therefore the 
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correspondence with Flint Alliance was unrelated to the | 


Monday meeting which subsequently was cancelled. GM 
has resumed its position that it will not confer with 
UAW leaders until the men leave the plants and UAW 
leaders are standing fast in their refusal. An order from

No 
specific demands were made, according to the Briggs 
management, regarding any specific condition within the 
plant. The misunderstanding arose as the result of the 
lay-off during the past few weeks due to shortages of ma- 
terials. This condition has been corrected, the company 
said, and all workers laid off during the past few weeks 
will be rehired Wednesday morning and the plant will 
resume at full capacity. The disturbance Tuesday morn- 
ing was said to have started when pickets refused to 
permit plant workers to enter the plant on the grounds 
that 350 men had been discharged by Briggs because 
of their affiliations with the United Automobile Workers’

United Automobile Workers’ leaders welching 
their agreement to remove men from struck GM 
plants throws automobile’s labor situation back 
into the position it occupied Friday before 
truce was reached. 

Hop, Step and Jump Champion Homer Martin, 
president of UAW, backstepped the agreement 
Monday morning, charging GM violated its 
agreement not to attempt to reopen struck 
plants. Even tempered W. S. Knudsen, GM 
brunt bearer, quietly refuted Martin’s charges, 
declaring only eight hourly-workers had been 
recalled at struck Cadillac plant. None wanted 
for production. 

To Martin’s charge that an army of police

At the same time curtailment was evi- 
denced at Graham and several truck companies. Among 
the passenger cars General Motors units are at present 
the only plants actually out of the production picture. 
Current reports say that some independents will close 
soon, but late Tuesday there was no evidence io bear 
this out. No appreciable shortage of materials seems 
close at hand. Itemized estimates by makes follow: 
Ford, 30,000; Plymouth, 11,000; Dodge, 7,000; Hudson and 
Terraplane, 3,600; Packard, 2,800; Studebaker, 2,635; 
Nash and LaFayette, 2,300; De Soto, 2,200; Chrysler, 
2,000; Willys, 1,944; Graham, 250, and Cord 65. Nash’s 
schedule of 2,300 for this week is the largest booked for 
the company since 1929. Miscellaneous companies, which 
include truck manufacturers, are expected to total about 
4,500 against 5,500 last week, the cut mainly because of 
a lack of supplies from Hercules, where a drawn-out 
strike has cut off engine deliveries to many truck makers.

Last week on the basis of reports from 
Passenger Car six states for December, ADN estimated 
Registrations passenger car registrations at approxi- 
Show Leap’ mately 300,000 units. This week, with 19 
states already reported, the indicated 
total leaps to about 335,000. On the surface it appears 
that the latter figure reflects one of two things: either 
these 19 states were especially well favored from a de- 
livery standpoint or they are totally unrepresentative of 
the country as a whole. The latter premise seems more 
likely, inasmuch as the 67,954 units registered by the 19 
states last year was only 28.6 per cent of total December, 
1935, registrations. These same states this year registered 
95,840 units, a gain of approximately 40 per cent. At the 
same time it is very possible that spotty December deliv- 
eries may have affected registrations to a considerable 
degree. R. L. Polk & Co. this week placed the 1936 
passenger car total at 3,367,194 units. At the same time it 
pointed out that December registrations—partial returns 
—were running 36.7 per cent better than last year. Polk’s 
original estimate of 290,000 for the month still holds, as 
evidenced by its 1936 estimate, which is only 290,000 above 
the 11 months total. The percentage increase reported by 
Polk, however, indicates a December total of approxi- 
mately 334,000 units. With December registrations, then, 
apparently reaching a new high in inconsistency, it 
appears unlikely that the present indication of 335,000 
will be fulfilled. On the other hand, the original ADN 
estimate of 300,000 may be somewhat low. So until more 
representative returns are available ADN will hold to its 
earlier estimate of about 300,000.

peaceful picketing, Mayor Harry R. Baldwin 
Stated that of 14 gendarmes assigned to the 
plant during the evacution seven still remained. 
Peaceful picketing is permitted, but pickets were 
warned against cracking skulls of plant visitors. 

Knudsen’s promises to protect interests of 
non-striking workers represented by Flint Al- 
liance leader George E. Boysen, anti-strike 
advocate, crimped Martin’s demand for sole 
bargaining rights. Knudsen explains bargaining 
right were to be part of Monday’s discussion and 
were not part of truce agreement. No promises 
to limit discussions to UAW were made by GM. 

Today’s situation finds: Fisher Body plants at 
Flint still occupied; Flint Alliance withdrawn 
from picture; UAW refusing to withdraw sitters- 
down; General Motors sitting tight on demands 
to clear plants before further discussion. Mean- 
while 34 GM plants are idle or curtailed and 125,- 
000 production workers unemployed. Wages 
estimated at $1,000,000 a day are being lost. 
GM’s 25,000 dealers and their employes are 
deprived of rightful share of today’s prosperity. 
Some 380,000 stockholders dividends are jeopar- 
dized. Steel mills, woolen mills, part suppliers, 
transportation lines and the nation as a whole 
share the burden. 

Most logical question among dealers is “when 
will we get cars?” Only hope of early peace lies 
in: UAW removal of strikers from struck 
plants; GM agreement to parleys while sitters 
sit. Forceable objection of trespassers from 
plants. Government intervention. None of these 
is imminent. Ten days to two weeks would be 
required to get GM plants functioning smoothly 
at 11,000 cars daily following final settlement. 
Observers anticipate seige may last 60 days 
unless break comes. 

Why a strike? Boiled down to essentials, 
UAW demands sole representation for all GM 
plants on national basis. Position is inspired by 
Wagner Labor Relations bill now facing consti- 
tutional test. Question under debate was settled 
by President Roosevelt in March, 1934, in mem- 
orandum recognizing right of employer to 
bargaining collectively with all groups, or indi- 
viduals, not members of groups, employed pro- 
portionately to their representation. Settlement 
was accepted by American Federation of Labor’s 
President William Green, 

Rebellion-rousing John L. Lewis, who broke 
with Green this year to organize AFL’s rival 
labor lure, the Committee for Industrial Organ- 
ization, reneged on the Rooseveltian interpre- 
tation of collective bargaining. Bristling be- 
hind Wagner Bill battlements, belligerent and 
buoyed up by besting brow-beaten coal barons, 
Lewis turned his attention first to steel, then 
to glass and then to his ultimate objective— 
organization of the automobile industry. The 
battle now waging cuts deeper than mere vic- 
tory over GM. Lines are sharply drawn on the 
sole issue—unionization vertically of the entire 
industry—one union—one industry. 

Strategy drifted from walkout strike to slow- 
down strike. Walkout when men leave the 
plant and establish pickets. Slow down, when 
men refuse to work at normal speeds, and now 
folded-arms or sit-down when men refuse to 
work or to leave the plant. Little doubt exists 

that men who overstay regular shifts in plants 
are trespassers but power of sit-down lies in 
passiveness, plus threat of disorder in event of 
eviction. Percentage of total employes involved 
in sit-down can be small but effective. Esti- 
mated UAW strength in GM plants is not over 
25 per cent. 

‘ Outcome of present dispute is still in doubt. 
Likelihood of GM recognition of UAW as sole 
bargaining agency is extremely remote. AFL 
leaders and independent workers already object 
to such arrangement. Complete union domina- 
tion and closed-shop could be only result. Peace 
in other plants to bring competitive pressure on 
GM seems CIO aim; concessions by GM would 
lead only to disruption of others. 

Meanwhile, efforts are being pushed to end 
stalemate at Pittsburgh Plate Glass and Libbey- 
Owens-Ford plants seem part of union plan to 
relieve GM competitors of stress from possible 
glass shortage. Disturbance at Briggs Body

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(Continued from Opposite page) 
plant in Detroit not considered as indicative of 
trend to hit Ford. 

Opinion is rapidly growing that control of 
unions is not secondary to control of floods. Leg- 
islation placing such groups on fraternal basis 
with books subject to inspection seems impera- 
tive. Investigation of coercion by union leaders 
should go hand in hand with investigation of 
company coercion in coming senate investiga- 
tion. Dealers and others interested in the in- 
dustry should demand this fair play from their 
representatives. 


Chronological history of the present labor 
difficulties shows the first definite strike action 
was taken Oct. 24, 1936, with closing of the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co. plant. Total number 
of men thrown out of work since that date, 
through similar strikes in various automotive 
fields, is approximately 190,000. 


Prior to the Pittsburgh difficulties which are 
still unsettled, there had been periodic sit-down 
and folded-arms strikes in Akron rubber plants. 


Nov. 16, 1936, marked the opening of a strike 
at the Bendix Corp. plants in South Bend, Ind., 
which deprived about 4,000 men of their pay 
checks for ten days. A few days after settle- 
ment had been obtained at Bendix, on Nov. 27, 
more than 1,800 workers were thrown out of 
employment by a strike at Midland Steel Prod- 
ucts Corp. This trouble, which lasted till Dec. 
7, also affected Ford and Chrysler, where more 
than 30,000 men were forced on layoff due to 
shortage of materials. 


Five days later, Dec. 12, saw closing of the 
Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Co. plants, rendering 5,000 
workers idle. About the same time, Libbey- 
Owens-Ford glass plants followed Pittsburgh 
Plate with labor difficulties, throwing out of 
work approximately 7,000 men. Like the Pitts- 
burgh Plate strike, the L-O-F trouble still awaits 
settlement. 


Kelsey-Hayes labor difficulties were ended 
Dec. 24, but were quickly followed by a strike 
at the Bohn Aluminum & Brass Corp., starting 
Dec. 28 and throwing 700 men out of work. 
While the Bohn trouble is still unsettled, a strike 
which began Jan. 8 at the Michigan Tool Co. 
was ended in four days after affecting more than 
500 workers. 

Union recognition ‘has been the crux in most 
of the strikes mentioned, as is the case in the 
widespread General Motors difficulties. 

GM’s present trouble began Nov. 18, 1936, 
with a sit-down strike in the Fisher body plant 
at Atlanta, which forced 731 men on layoff. The 
Chevrolet assembly and warehouse in Atlanta 
were forced to shut the same day because of 
body shortage. The strike, which has since 
spread to include practically all GM factories, 
late Tuesday had thrown about 125,000 men 
out of work and had closed or curtailed 34 GM 
plants.
